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FROM  THE  BEGINNING  VI

We  started  1987  with  over  200  members. 

Many  mail  bid  sales  were  in  May  1987  issue 
and  many  other  ads  by  various  art  bar  deal¬ 
ers  and  Mint. 

There  was  a  spectacular  article  about  Harvey  Rose. 

There  was  a  letter  from  Serge  Huard  from  Monnaies-Coins. 
He  provided  Duane  Spellman  with  a  selection  of  photos  of  his 
1  ounce  silver  productions  and  final  mintages.  He  also  re¬ 
quested  a  copy  of  the  new  art  bar  guide  when  it  is  complete. 

The  Silver  Bugle  also  published  a  list  of  Government  Mints 
from  all  around  the  world. 

Manfra,  Tordella  &  Brookes,  Inc.  had  a  full  page  ad  advertising 
their  free  MTB  Numismatic  Coin  Catalogue. 

The  New  Fourth  Edition  Indexed  Guide  Book  of  Silver  Art  Bars 
had  full  page  ads.  It  is  rapidly  becoming  a  sell  out.  It  also 
noted  Smart  Investors . Collect  Silver . 

A  lot  of  the  “New”  silver  rounds  and  rectangles  that  were  ad¬ 
vertised  in  The  Silver  Bugle  from  1985-1987  that  were  sold  at 
issue  price  are  extremely  rare  today.  There  were  a  lot  of  new 
issues  published  and  a  lot  of  ads  and  going  through  them 
today  can  really  make  a  collector  drool. 

Silverado  had  a  four  page  advertisement. 

Will  Rossman  announced  his  resignation  as  President  of 
IASAC.  Will  was  a  tremendous  asset  to  IASAC  and  to  the  ANA 
as  well.

Coin  Strikes  and  Medal  Strikes 

In  the  hobby  of  rounds,  there  are  only  two  types  of  strikes. 
Both  are  in  relation  of  the  reverse  die  to  the  obverse  die. 

Coin  Strikes  have  the  reverse  turned  180  degrees  in  relation 
to  the  obverse.  If  the  round  is  turned  from  left  to  right  (9  o’clock 
to  3  o’clock)  or  vice  versa,  the  reverse  appears  to  be  upside 
down.  If  it  is  flipped  end  to  end  (6  o’clock  to  12  o'clock)  or  vice 
versa,  the  reverse  is  upright  and  readable.  Knowing  very  little 
about  coins,  I  can  only  conclude  this  method  of  striking  started 
a  long  time  ago  when  a  person  would  flip  a  coin  end  to  end  in 
order  to  examine  it. 

Medal  Strikes  have  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  on  the  same 
plane.  If  the  round  is  turned  from  left  to  right,  the  obverse  and 
reverse  match.  Everything  is  upright  and  readable.  If  it  is 
flipped  end  to  end,  one  side  is  upside  down  reverse  in  relation 
to  the  other.  It  is  said  that  a  person  examining  a  medal  pinned 
on  a  person  would  generally  turn  it  from  side  to  side  to  see  the 
reverse,  rather  than  turning  it  end  to  end  (probably  due  to  not 
wanting  to  put  a  hand  in  the  face  of  the  person  wearing  it.) 

These  two  definitions  pin-point  things,  and  show  that  there  is 
no  such  thing  as  an  upside  reverse.  It  all  lies  in  the  method  of 
striking.
